WAR HEROES HONORED. 


Recent Transformation of Chickamauga Battle 


Field Described by Wm. E. Curtis—Similar 


Work Being Done at Shiloh. 


Under tho authority of congress the 


federal 
government has 
purchased 


7,000 acres of land covering the battle 
field of Chickamauga and has restored 
It as nearly as possible to the condition 
In which it wab at the opening of the 
fight on Sept. 10 and liO, 1S03, between 
the Union fuices under General Ho«e- 
crans and the Contederates under Gen- 
eral Bragg, sajs William E. Curtis, the 
Chicago Itccord-Herald's correspond- 
ent, writing from Chattanooga, Teun. 
The government has also purchased 
a Strip of laud running the entire 
length of Missionary ridge, including 
the- site of the iutrf uchments which 
•were captured by as-sault by the Union 
troops ou thu i£5th of November follow- 
ing. Eighty miles of roads have been 
constructed from Chattanooga through 
these parks and other battle fields in 
the neighborhood of the city, and the 
landscape 1ms been beautified as much 
as could be done v, ithout effacing land- 
marks that existed before the battles 
and altering the topography. 
The 


movements of both armies have been 
traced with great skill and fidelity 
throughout the entire series of engage- 
ments, and the locations of impoitant 
struggles and other episodes have been 
marked by monuments and non tab- 
lets containing historical notes and sta- 
tistics. More than ?l,7oO,OUO has thus 
been erpeuded for the purpose of pre- 
serving the scene of one of the most 
desperate and heroic conflicts in hu- 
man history and perpetuating the evi- 
dences of bravery and devotion iu both 
armies. 


In a similar manner the government 


is now laying out the battle flelds of 
Shiloh and Vicksburg, and interesting 
dedicatory ceremonies were beld at the 
former a few days ago. 


The old roads of the battle field have 


been reopened, the underbrush has 
been cleared from 3,300 acres upon 
which the fighting took place, five steel 
observation towers, each seventy feet 
high, have been erected In order that 
visitors may get n birdseye view of 
the field; 643 historical tablets of iron 
containing 
explanatory 
inscriptions 


have been erected to mark the move- 
ments of corps, divisions, brigades and 
regiments of both the armies, and 308 
distance and locality tablets have been 
placed" da" guides for "those who desire 
to follow them as they moved forward 
and back in their assaults and retreats. 
The old lines of earthworks and forti- 
fications have been restored exactly as 
they were at the close of the battle. 
The position of each battery of artil- 
lery that participated has been marked 
with guns of the same pattern and cal- 
iber of those actually used.

three Union batteries are represented 
by 107 suns and 40 Confederate bat-

Confederates charged asrain aud again 
to drive the Second Minnesota Irom

ecution under its support. 
Colonel 


Bishop picked out the hill without dif- 
ficulty, but new trees had sprung up. 
the surface was covered with undei'- 
brush. and the evact position of the 
regiment was difficult to determine. 
Finally the sergeant said: 


"I remember that I Iny on my belly 


in the grass at the end of a little ra- 
vine, and I tiimlc this is the ra\ine. 
Our ammunition was almost exhaust- 
ed, and we crept around to gather up 
whatever we could nnd on tho bodies 
of tbe dead and wounded that lay 
around us. I got my pockets full and 
crawled back to my place. I put the 
cartridges on the grass on one side of 
me and the caps on tbe other and fired 
away until the enemy withdrew. I re- 
member leaving the unused cartridges 
:md caps upon the giotind." And as be 
said the word he began to stir up the 
leaves that covered the soil. In a few 
moments he found a handful of old 
fashioned cartridges and <•:>"= ~!iich 
lie had left on the ground that day. A 
beautiful group of bronze by Lorado 
Taft of Chicago, representing the color 
bearer of the Second Minnesota wound- 
ed and defended by some of h.s com- 
rades, marks the place today. 


Up to date seventeen states whose 


citizens participated in the battle have 
erected monuments costing from" $ToO 
to $20,000. The United States govern- 
ment bas spent $1.225.000, aud the total 
contributions of the states now reach 
$531.000. 


In addition to these, two private me- 


morials have been erected iu honor of 
Landrnm's and Carnes' batteiie^, and 
the federal government has erected 
thirty-two in honor of the regular 
troops that were engaged,

"Silk" That Is Really Tin. 


Of course British critics say that the 


practice of adulterating silk with tin 
originated in Germany. At any rate, it 
is common enough now. 


All silk is mixed'with more or less 


foreign matter to give it weight and 
stability. Vegetable substances were 
formerly used for the purpose. In dye- 
ing silk the necessary boiling reduces 
its weight about one-fourth, taking out 
the natural gnminy substances. The 
weight is sometimes restored with tan- 
nic acid. Tin is more common—most of 
all in cheap black silks. 


Tory soft "wash" silks are apt to be 


pure. Burn a scrap, aud nothing re- 
mains but ash. A tin weighted scrap 
wheu carefully burned leaves a resi- 
duum like excessively fine wire gauze. 
—New York World.

In the current Atlantic Monthly Mr. 


Burroughs says that Mr. Peton's book 
justifies the phrase, "Sham Natural 
History"—that is, Mr. Burroughs play- 
fully pulls Mr. Seton over very hot 
coals by saying tliat the line between 
fact and fiction is deliberately crossed 
and that the reader is thrown into such 
a spell that he does not know he has 
crossed into the land of make believe. 


Mr. Burroughs is a naturalist him- 


self, and a thoroughgoing countryman, 
a tiller of the soil rather than a slave 
of the pen, and when he has tilings to 
say does so wholly untrnmmeled and 
unhurried and very interestingly. Prob- 
ably he would never liave written his 
paper, "Real and Shnrn Natural His- 
tory," if Mr. Seton had not with em- 
phatic assertion protested that his 
stories were true. It is this which has 
riled Mr. Burroughs, and which, be 
writes, "makes the Judicious grieve." 


No expert student, writes Mr. Bur- 


roughs, has anything to report that 
comes within gunshot of what appears 
to have been Mr. Seton's daily experi- 
ence, aud.no other person in the world 
has ever seen such dogs, wolves, foxes, 
rabbits, mustangs or crows. 


Mr. Burroughs writes that Mr. Se- 


ton's stories are pleasing, but he insists 
that it is not the way to write books on 
natural history. "Why did he not say 
that their groundwork was fact and 
their finish fiction?" asks the old farm- 
er and companion of wild life. "Why 
does he constantly aim to convey the 
idea that wild creatures drill and in- 
struct their young, even punishing them 
at times for disobedience of orders? 
There is not a shadow of truth in it." 


About Mr. Seton's well known fox 


story Mr. Burroughs writes: "Every 
hunter knows that the fox when pur- 
sued by bounds will often resort to 
devices that look like cunning tricks to 
confuse and mislcad..tue dog. Thus a 
fox, hotly pushed,-will run through a 
flock of sheep.- Mr, Seton goes• several 
better and makes Ms fox jump upon 
the back of a sheep -and ride several 
hundred yards.'

Burroughs, "the same liberties are tak- 
en with facts. In his story of the rab- 
bit Raggylug he says: 'Those wlio do 
not know the animals may well think 
I have humanized tlicm, but those who 
have lived so near them as to know 
something of their ways and their 
minds will not think so.' This is the 
old trick of the romancer— he swears 
his tale is true because he knews bis 
readers want this assurance; it makes 
the thing taste better. But those who 
know the animnls :ire just the ones 
Mr. Thompson Seton cannot fool.'' 


In regard to Mr. Eton's story of the 


'crow Silver Spot. Mr Burroughs differs 
radically from Mr. Setou.

WAR HEROES HONORED. 


Recent Transformation of Chickamauga Battle 


Field Described by Wm. E. Curtis-Similar 


Work Being Done at Shiloh. 


1 Under the authority of congress the 
federal 
government has purchased 


7.000 acres of laud covering the battle 
field of Chickamauga and has restored 
tt»as nearly as possible to the condition 
tn which it was at the opi'iilng of the 
fight on Sept. 19 and 20, 1803, l>o(we"n 
the Union forces uuuW General Itose- 
crans and the Confederates under Gen- 
eral Bragg, says William E. Curtis, the 
Chicago Kecord-Ucrald's correspond- 
ent, writing from Chattanooga, Tenn. 
The government has also purchased 
a strip of land running the c-ntire 
length of Missions:ry ridge, including 
the site of the Intrenchinenls which 
•were captnrpd by assault by the Union 
troops on the 23th of November follow- 
ing. 
Eighty miles of roads have been 


constructed from Cliattaiiooga through 
these parks and other battle fields in 
the neighborhood of the cily, and the 
landscape has been beautified as much 
as could be done without effacing land- 
marks that existed before the battles 
and altering the topography. 
The 


movements of both armies have been 
tracefl •with great skill and fidelity 
throughout the entire series of engage- 
ments, and the locations of important 
struggles and other episodes have been 
marked by monuments and iron tab- 
lets containing historical notes and sta- 
tistics. More than .$1,730,000 has thus 
been expended for the purpose of pre- 
serving the scene of one of the most 
desperate and heroic conflicts in hu- 
man history and perpetuating the evi- 
dences of bravery and devotion in both 
armies. 


In a similar manner the government 


IS now laying out tbe battle fields of 
Shiloh and Vicksburg. and interesting 
dedicatory cefemouies -were held at the 
former a few days ago. 


The old roads of the battle field have 


been reopened, tke underbrush has 
been cleared from 3,300 acres upon 
which the fighting took place, five steel 
observation towers, each seventy feet- 
high, have been erected: in order that 
visitors may get a birdseyc view of 
the field; 643 historical tablets of iron 
containing 
explanatory inscriptions 


have been erected to mark the move- 
ments of corps, divisions, brigades and 
regiments of both the armies, and 3C8 
distance and locality tablets have been 
placed as guides for those who desire 
to follow them as they moved forward 
and back in their assaults and retreats. 
The old lines of earthworks and forti- 
fications have been restored exactly as 
they were1 at the close of the battle. 
The position of each battery of'artil- 
lery that participated has been marked 
with guns of the same pattern and cal- 
iber of those actually used.

three Union batteries are represented 
by 107 suns and 40 Confederate bat-

tcrics by :Ki guns. Some of the guns 
were actually engaged in the battle. 


Nine monuments in the form of pyra- 


mids of shells mark w h»re live Union 
and four Confederate 
brigade com- 


manders fell, and similar pyramids 
mark the positions occupied by the 
fourteen army and corps commanders. 
The location of those spots has been a 
work of great interest as well as pains- 
taking labor, and there have been some 
curious 
experiences. 
For 
example, 


some years ago Colonel Bishop of the 
Second Minnesota, -nith one of his ser- 
geanis, came down to assist General 
Eoynton in determining the position 
occupied by that regiment, which had 
nn important part in the engagement. 
They kuew that it was intrenched at 
the top of a hill and that it repelled 
several assaults by the enemy. 
The 


Confederates charged again and again 
to drive the Second Minnesota from 
this commanding position aud capture 
a battery' which was doing terrible ex- 
ecution under its support. 
Colonel 


Bishop picked out the hill without dif- 
ficulty, but new trees had sprung up, 
the surface was covered with uuder1- 
brtish. and the exact position of the 
regiment was difficult to determine. 
Finally the sergeant said: 


"I remember that I lay on my belly 


in the grass at the end of a little ra- 
vine, and I think this is the ravine. 
Our ammunition was alraost exhaust- 
ed, and we crept around'to gather up 
whatever wo could find on the bodies 
of the dead and wounded that lay 
around us. I got my pockets full and 
crawled back to my place. I put the 
cartridges on the grass on one side of 
me and the caps on the other and tired 
away until the enemy withdrew. I re- 
member leaving the unused cartridges 
and caps upon the giound." And as he 
said the word he began to stir up the 
leaves that covered the soil. In a few 
moments he found a handful of old 
fashioned cartridges and 
<•';'=; which 


he had left on the ground that day. A 
beautiful group of bronze by Ixn'ado 
Taft of Chicago, representing the color 
bearer of the Second Minnesota wound- 
ed and defended by some of his com 
radess, marks the place today. 


Up to date seventeen states whose 


citizens participated in the battle have 
erected monuments costing from .$750 
to §20.000. The United States govern- 
ment has spent $1,223.000. aud the total 
contributions of tbe states now reach 
$551.000. 


la addition to these, two private me- 


morials have been erected in honor of 
Landrum's and Carnes' batteries, and 
the federal government has erected 
thirty-two in honor of the regular 
troops that were engaged.

"Silk" That Is Heally Tin. 


Of course British critics say that the 


practice of adulterating silk with tin 
originated in Germany. At any rate, it 
is common enough now. 


All silk is mixed with more or less 


foreign matter to give it weight and 
stability. Vegetable substances were 
formerly used for the purpose. In dye- 
ing silk the necessary boiling reduces 
its weight about one-fourth, taking out 
the natural gummy substances. The 
weight is sometimes restored with tau- 
nic acid. Tin is more common—most of 
all in cheap black silks. 


Very soft "wash" silks are apt to be 


pure. Burn a scrap, and nothing re- 
mains but ash. A tin weighted scrap 
when carefully burned leaves a resi- 
duum like excessively fine wire gauze.

while the less transparent and darker 
kind is termed the male, and the cya- 
uu« also is named one sort the male 
and the other the female, but the 
male is the deeper in color of the two." 
The cyanas. or cyauos. of the an- 
cients is said, though probably incor- 
rectly, Ijy many modern mineralogists 
to be identical with our sapphire.

John Burroughs, our representative 


prose poet, says the New York Amer- 
ican, whose CAotic reminiscences are 
of wild thyme odors, winded with the 
brier rose scent of the Hudson valley 
and the Catskills, has fjillt-n across the 
path of Ernest Thompson Scion (Seton- 
Thompson that was), tli" author, who 
has blended the love of Ik-tion with the 
love of nature In his animal novel, 
"Wild Animals I Have Knuwii." 


In the current Atlantic Monthly Mr. 


Burroughs says that Mr. Si-ton's book 
justifies the phrase, "Slmiu Natural 
History"—that is, Mr. Burroughs play- 
fully pulls Mr. Setou over very hot 
coals by saying that the line between 
fact and fiction is deliberately crossed 
and that the reader is thrown into such 
a spell that he does not know lie has 
crossed into the laud of ujake believe. 


Mr. Burroughs is a naturalist him- 


self, aud a thoroughgoing countryman, 
a tiller of the soil rather than a slave 
of the pen, and when be has tilings to 
say does so wholly untrammeled and 
unhurried and very interestingly. Prob- 
ably he would never have written bis 
paper, "Real and Sham Natural His- 
tory," if Mr. Seton had uot with em- 
phatic assertion protested that his 
stories were true. It is this which has 
riled Mr. Burroughs,' and which, he 
writes, "makes the judicious grieve." 


No expert student, writes Mr. Bur- 


roughs, has anything, to report that 
comes within gunshot of v.-Uat appears 
to have been Mr. Seton's daily experi- 
ence, and no other person in the world 
has e'ver seen such dogs, wolves, foxes, 
rabbits, mustangs or crows. 


Mr. Burroughs writes that Mr. Se- 


ton's stories are pleasing, but he insists 
that it is not the -way to write books on 
natural history. 
"Why did be uot say 


that their groundwork vras fact aud 
their finish fiction?" asks the old farm- 
er and companion of wild life. "Why 
does he constantly, aim to convey the 
idea that wild creatures drill and in- 
struct their young, even punishing them 
at times for disobedience of orders? 
There is not a shadow of truth in it." 


About Mr. Seton's well known fox 


story Mr. Burroughs,.writes: "Every 
hunter knows that the fox when pur- 
sued by hounds -will: often - resort to 
devices that look like cunning tricks to 
confuse and mislead the dog. Thus a 
'fox, hotly pushed, wiilprun through a 
flock of sheep. Mr. Seton goes several 
better and makes his fox jump upon 
the back of a sheep and ride several 
hundred yards. Of course no fox ever 
Sid that 


'Again, the fox wl:: sometimes take 


to the railroad track and walk upon 
the rail, doubtless with the vague no- 
tion of eluding his pursuers. Mr. Seton 
makes his fox so very foxy that he de- 
liberately lures the hounds upon the 
long trestle, where he knows they will 
be just in time to meet and be killed 
by a passing train, as they are. The 
presumption is that the fox had n 
watch and a time table about his per- 
son—but such is the way of romance. 


"In all of the animal stories of Mr. 


Seton that I have rend," continues Mr. 
Burroughs, "the same liberties are tak- 
en with facts. • In his story of the rab- 
bit Raggylug he says: "Those who do 
not know the animals may well think 
[ have humanized them, but those who 
have lived so near them as to know 
something of their ways and their

:—he swears 


his tale is true because he kuows his 
readers -want this assurance; it makes 
the thing taste better. But those who 
know the animals are just the ones 
Mr. Thompson Seton tnunot fooi." 


In regard to Mr. Seton's story of the 


crow Silver Spot. Mr. Burroughs differs 
radically from Mr. Seton. "Crows do 
uot dart into a bush \vheu pursued by 
a kingbird or a purple martin." says 
the aged observer. 
"They are uot 


afraid of a hawk; they cannot count 
six" (Silver Spot could count thirty): 
"they do not caw when you stand un- 
der them in winter to turn their course; 
they do not drill their young; they do 
not flock together ID .jime; they cannot 
vrorry a fox Into givinc up half his din- 
ner; they do not, as fur as we know. 
have perpetual sentries; they have no 
calls that we can be sure answer to 
our words 'mount.' 'descend,' 'form 
line,' 'forage.' etc. It is simply Mr. Se- 
tou's strokes of fancy. The crows do 
not train their young. They have uo 
fortress or schools «<r <-oHes*s or exam- 
ining bird or diplomas or medals of 
honor or hospitals '>r < lurches or tele- 
pboaes or postal dchvries or anything 
of that sort.
